THE WORKINGMEN ORGANIZING. 

The information which we priut elsewhere in 
this morning’s paper leaves no doubt that the 
workingmen are organizing after the manner of 


the farmers. It seems to be predetermined that, 


in a few months more, the laburing classes will 
have their Councils to correspond with the 
Granges of the agricultural classes. Though 
the news which we present is more com- 
prehensive than anything heretofore printed 
on the subject, the movement is not 
one of sudden growth, nor is it con- 
fined to any one locality. It has been 
gradually developing for some months in differ- 
ent parts of the couniry, and it now seems prob- 
able that the various organizations will converge 
eventually in a central and powerful body. The 
Grange will serve as a model, and very likely as 
asupport, As much as a year ago, when the 
crusade against railroad extortion began ear- 
nestly in the West, the Workingmen’s Associa- 
tions in New Tork City discussed the 
feasibility of co-operating with the farm- 
ers in such a way as to buy ther 
breadstuffs from them direct, and the greatest 
sympathy which the Farmers Movement has 
found in the East has been among the industrial 
classes. Though this scheme of co-operation 
was not carried out at the time, the idea now 
serves as the basis for organizing the laboring 
classes. An article in Tux Tursuxe, a couple of 
weeks since, setting forth the general design of 
the Order or Sovereigns of Industry,” started 
in Massachusetts, called forth an un- 
usual number of inquiries from  differ- 
ent sections concerning it; and indications 
of similar organizations, or the purpose to or- 
ganze, throughout the West and South.

THE LABOR-MAREET. 
We published yesterday the results of in- 


lishments, and the number employed at the time 
these reports were collected in January and 
Fébruary. The number given as usually em- 
ployed was 12,000, and the number at work, say, 
on the ist of February, was 8,388, leaving 


ways stops when the winter sete in. This re- 
port of the Labor Bureau is, however, to a date 
several weeks past. It represents a fraction 
over two-thirds of the men then at work. 
This is subject to the modification that in 
some instances they were at work on one-half 
or three-fourths time only, and that three- 
fourths of them were at work on wages reduced 
from 8 to 20 per cent. While the report is sub- 
ject to this qualification on the one hand, it 
should be added that on Monday, Feb. 16, sev- 
eral hundred additional hands were to be taken 
back, and that on the ist of March nearly all 
would be re-employed. On the opening of navi- 
gation, which this year promises to be much 
earlier than usual, the lumber-yards will give 
employment to the thousand or more men who 
are engaged in them during the season of navi- 
gation. Those employed in building will also 
resume work this year much sooner than usual. 

Assuming that the condation of the other em- 
ployers of skilled labor is about the same as 
those whose names were reported yesterday, we 
find that the combined effect of the panic and 
the winter closed but very few establishments, 
and that, of those which did suspend, the great 
majority resumed in a few weeks, with a dimin- 
ished number of hands, but have steadily in- 
creased their business, and by the ist of March 
will generally have the full number of men at 
work. The reduction of wages was a necessity, 
as well asthe redaction of the number of per- 
sons employed; the main thing sought was to 
find employment at all, and the supvly of 
laborers being greater than the demand, and the 
profits of employers being greatly reduced, a 
reduction of wages was mevitable. The em- 
ployers have been assiduous in giving all the 
work they could and to as many of their old 
hands as possible. As soon as they can find 
employment for all, and sales for their pro- 
ducts, there will, of course, be a siow but cer- 
tain restoration of wages. 

It will be gratifying to know that in many 
cases the manufacturers report the prospect of 
a larger trade during the coming season than in 
the past, and, as the money market is growing 
easier daily, we have no doubt that this ex- 
pectation is well founded. The business of 1874, 
especiaily that giving remunerative wages to 
labor, will be largely in excess of that of past 
years, except, perhaps, in the building trade, but 
even in this line the cheapness of building ma- 
terial will offset to some extent the dullness in 
that branch of industry. :

THE WAREHOUSE MONOPOLY IN MINNE- 
SOTA... 

Three men, Delano, Davidson, and Kyle, own 
all the warehouses on the line of the St. Paul 
& Pacific Railroad: The Railroad Company has 
agreed to build no grain houses along the line 
itself, to allow nobody else to do so, and to re- 
ceive no grain west of M from any 
Waréhotises not owned by these three men. 
They get 2 cents per bushel for handling the 
grain, and half a cent more for every fifteen 
days storage after the first ten Gays. Ali the 
grain is rehandled in the elevators at St. Paul or 
‘Minneapolis, and these charges are again levied. 
The Company collects them and remits to the 
warehousemen. Such a rigid monopoly has, of 
course, been s burden. The warehouses are 
few and small; the charges are many 
and large. During the investigation in- 
to this matter by a Senate Com- 
‘Mittes, a Minneapolis miller swore 
that he would, if permitted, build at once a 
private warehouse which, by savink him the 
charges of the monopoly, would clear its cost in 
two years. The Committee suggests the enact- 
ment of a suitable Warehouse law, an action to 
vacate the Railroad Company’s charter, and the 
taxation of the present elevators as the personal 
property of Delano, Davidson, and Kyle, The

A FINANCIAL FABLE. 

There was oncea man who lived by « little 
brook. By his house the brook was shallow, 
but at some distance below it formied a deep 
pool, by which another man lived. The first 
man thought it wae not right that the second 
should have so much water when he had go little, 
so he dipped a pailful out of the pond and 
poured it into the brook in front of his house. 
But to bis great surprise it at once ran down 
into the pond again, and left the upper part of 
the brook as shallow as ever. This foolish man 
showed the precise amount of wisdom exhibited 
by certain Senators who are so anxious to pass 
the bill taking $25,000,000 of Naticnal Bank cur- 
rency from the East and distributing it through 
the West. If this is done, it will be pouring the 
pailful into the brook, and will be precisely as 
permanent in ite effects. Water runs where the 
ground is lowest, and just as surely money 
runs where interest is really highest.

Senator Bogy seems to 
imagine that stamping ‘‘ Missouri” on a piece of 
paper will make it an impossibility for the New 
York banks to get that paper outside of Mis- 
souri, charm they never so wisely. He apparent- 
ly thinks bank-notes are like postage-stamps and 
will stick where they are put down. In both be- 
liefs he is on a par with the man who thought 
the water would stay where he put it in the 
brook. 

THE ‘‘ ASSUMPTIONS” OF SCIENCE. 

In « recent number of the Metropolitan 
paper of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States” is an article on “Scientific As- 
sumptions,” in which the writer takes to task 
Prof. Proctor, the English astronomer now lec- 
turing in this country, for some ‘‘ assumptions” 
regarding the antiquity of man. He further- 
more lays about him generally with reapect to 
the scientific theories of Geology, Development, 
Evolution, ete., now prevalent; and the frequent 
use of the words “credulity,” ‘‘guees-work,” 
‘fanciful speculation,” and the insinuation that 
scientific theories are based upon ‘‘hearsay,” on 
“the work of ignorant workmen,” or ‘‘that of a 
California miner fond of practical jokes,” and 
also that none of the facts depend upon such 
testimony as would coavict a common thief of 
petit larceny,” will be sufficient to indicate the 
animus of the article in question. 

Since men emerged from a state of barbariam, 
thinkers have bad an uncomfortable way of 
‘“‘assuming” certain theories for the explana- 
tion of certain phenomena. By those who had s 
cut-and-dried explanation of the appearances of 
Nature, these “ assumptions" were as a con- 
tinual thorn in the side, and with all the weapons 
of priestly interference, ridicule, and power, 
they have sought to prevent their spread and 
acceptance among men. When Copernicus 
offered his assumption of the heliocentric 
theory of the earth’s motion, in opposition to 
the geocentric “assumption” adopted by the 
Church, he was greeted with this: “To main- 
tain that the sun is placed immovable in the 
centre of the world, is an opinion absurd in 
itself, false in philosophy, and formally hereti- 
cal, because it is expressly contrary to the 
Scripture; to maintain that the earth is not 
placed in the centre of the world, that it is not 
immovable, and that it has even a daily motion 
of rotation, is also an absurd proposition, false 
in philosophy, and at least erroneous in point of 
faith.” And the great Bacon, so confidently 
quoted by the writer, who laid out 6 really 
scientific method of deduction,” rejected it, and 
said, ‘I am convinced that it is most false.” 

It is hardly necessary to defend such men as 
Sir Oharles Lyell, Prof. Tyndall, and Prof. Proc- 
tor from the charge of loose thinking, careless 
examination, or hasty and unqualified acceptance 
of each and every “fact” brought to their no- 
tice. Itis not necessary to refer to the actual 
position of Sir Charles Lyell upon the points ro- 
ferred to in the article, or to state that his posi- 
tion upon the Natchez man” is one of extreme 
caution, in place of the unqualified ‘“‘ assump- 
tion " inferred. No class of men are more critical 
of facta than scientific men. Open inquiry, 
says Huxley, is their bosom friend, and a sup- 
position not capable of rigid proof is at once 
dismissed. But they claim the right of exami- 
nation, and, pending the decision, all theories 
have a standing at their bar of reason. At this 
bar the theory of Evolution is now undergoing 
ite examination, and we may safely await the 
judgment to be passed upon it, not by bigoted 
opponents, but by men qualified to pronounce 
upon its truth or falsity. 

“Prof. Proctor, says our writer, “has for 
himself, we venture to say, never verified a sin- 
gle one of the facts on which he founds his the- 
ory. He does not even ‘know’ the facts. He 
takes them on faith from the reports of others.” 
The theory of Copernicus wan once an “ assump- 
tion” of science, ae Evolution, Development, 
the Antiquity of Man, are now. It is now uni- 
versally accepted, while the others are in pro- 
cess of proof. Hes our writer ever * verified” 
the facte of geometry, physics, and mathematics, 
which furnish the proofs which bave rendered 
this “assumption” « fixed and accepted fact? 
Has he ever “ verified” s single one of them? 
Does he even “know” the facta? Does he not 
take them on faith from the report of others ? 
In the face of à negative answer to these ques- 
tions, dare he acknowledge his belief in the the- 
ory? If he accept it, how reconcile his opposi- 
tion to the modern theories. We accept the fact, 
in Chemistry, that water is a compound sub- 
stance formed by the union of two invisible 
gases, How many of us “know” the fact by 
verification ? and yet, in receiving it on faith 
from the report of others, are we not thor- 
oughly unscientific, uncritical, and credulous ?” 

The prime factor at the bottom of all scientific 
reasoning, the only thing which brings order out 
of chaos, which saves us from the wildest o- 
fusion of chance and uncertainty, is the “ as-

passage around the sun. The science of Geology 
is assured from the fact that the causes that 


regulate the deposits of mud in the estuaries of 
our rivera, undermine rocky shores, upheave 


continents, and submerge islands, were opera- 
tive in the childhood of the world. The science 
of Chemistry would be = delumon and a snare 
save from the fact that each molecule of mat- 
ter, throughout the universe, bears impressed 
upon it the stamp of a metric system as dis- 
tinctay. as does the metre of the Archives at 
Paris, or the double royal cubit of the Temple of 
Karnac. The operations of inanimate matter and 
of organic life are dependent upon the equiva- 
lence of forces and, the imperishabality of matter, 
and upon the axiom that the sum of all forces is 
constant, and can neither be added to nor sub- 
tracted from. ' 

The contest between the ‘‘ assumptions” of 
theology and the discoveries of science is as old 
as the world. Only in our time has the relative 
position of the contestants so changed that the 
preponderance of strength and credibility is on 
the side of science. The history of science is 
the history of the contest, and it is almost with 
a suspicion of unfairness and pity that scientific 
men do battle in our day,—not with an antago- 
nist worthy of their blows, not forthe mere right 
to reason upon the wondrous exhibition of the 
power, beauty, and regularity in Nature, not for 
the establishment of laws which in a simple and 
orderly way account for those seemingly myste- 
rious phenomena which awe the savage and per- 
plex and astonish the uneducated man,—but to 
defend themselves from the sneers and bigot- 
ries, the misrepresentations and arrogant ‘‘ as- 
sumptions” of men who, im their ignorance and 
blindness, foolishly block the way to a grander 
revelation of the universe which surrounds us, 


In the rebuilding of Chicago, the capacities 
and conveniencies for the smoke nuisance 
have been greatly increased, and the city is 
gradually becoming a second Pittsburgh. The 
number of manufactories has increased, and, 
with barely two or three exceptions, they are 
emitting dense volumes of soft-coal smoke from 
morning to night. The hotels are getting to be 
as bad as the manufactories. In addition to this, 
nearly all the new buildings are now furnished 
with elevators, operated by steam, and this adds 
greatly tothe volume of smoke, which hangs 
over and settles down upon the city. Already 
our new and elegant buildings begin to look old 
and dingy from the effects of the smoke and soot 
which blackens them, and, notwithstanding the 
immediate proximity of Lake Michigan, person- 
al cleanliness is a good ways off from godliness 
in Chicago. So denseis this volume of smoke 
that, unless there is a brisk, stirring breeze, the 
whole of it settles down in the central part of 
the city and leaves its dirty imprint. 

Every man who has a chimney belching forth 
smoke is committing a nuisance which shouid 
be peremptorily abated by law. There is no 
necessity for it, and no excuse for it. Science 
hae demonstrated that smoke can be consumed, 
and already there are two or three methods of 
doing it which operate with perfect success. 
They work no inconvenience to machinery, are 
simple in operation, and comparatively inexpen- 
sive. In view of these facts, and especially con- 
sidering that the smoke nuisance is growing 
worse almost every day, every owner of a steam, 
engine in the city should be compelled to use 
one of these appliances. In London, their use is 
compelled by law, aad there is no reason 
why it should not be in Chicago also. If it is 
not done, the city will shortly be blackened in 
appearance, new as it 18, and grow more un- 
healthy. What is to be done should be done 
guickly, if the beauty and cleanliness of the city 
are worth preserving. The Common Council 
cannot pass an ordinance which would be more 
acceptable than one to secure us a healthy at- 
mosphere, pure air, clean streets, clean build- 
ings, and clean people. When the means for se- 
curing this result are so cheap and simple, it is 
the height of folly to go dirty any longer.
